CONFIDENCE 

Not for a long period has Canada 
faced a New Year’s opening with 
more reason for confident hope in .he 
immediate future than is now clearly 
observable as we enter the sixtieth 
year of Canada's. Confederation. 
Business and economic conditions in 
all parts of the country are basically 
sounder than they have been for sev¬ 
eral years, and the spirit of the Can¬ 
adian people has undergone a notable 
resultant change in the past few 
months. ^This has been accomplished 
by a keener perception of the indus¬ 
trial and other opportunities that 
abound and has encouraged a more 
evident determination to take advan¬ 
tage of them and thus press forward 
the country’s development. 

The responsibilities of the transpor¬ 
tation companies in the development 
of Canada are very great and if a fair 
appreciation of them and of the value 
of their efforts is accorded by the 
people of Canada in the way of recog¬ 
nition of their right to adequate rev¬ 
enues those responsibilities will be 
discharged to the great advantage to 
this country. 

We have some idea of the national 
hopes and determination of the men 
who effected Conferation, and we nov. 
see that they built better than they 
built better than they knew, and that 
Canada’s advance of the last 60 years 
has dwarfted whatever dreams they 
had at that time. Thd future is no

The vision and 
courage of the men who effected Con¬ 
federation and those who later built 
the Canadian Pacific, to ensure its sue 
cess, is still with us, and so long as 
we retain those qualities will contimy 
to go ahead. There appears-every 
reason to believe that 1927 will mark 
a distinctly forward step in this pro¬ 
gress. The Canadian Pacific Railway 
expects it and will keep apace of that 
development in equipment and service 
as it has in the past.

That tender regard which the nor¬ 
mal man has for his wife and children 
is the cornerstone of modern civiliza¬ 
tion.

All of them 
are practical workings out of man’s 
thought and regard for the wife and 
the little ones. 

THE CLOCK TICK 

One never hears a clock tick in his 
own room, but if we stop and listen 
for it, it is clear, distinct and regu¬ 
lar. Constant association makes it 
noiseless. For the same reason, we be¬ 
come obvious to wastes in our busi¬ 
ness. They develop gradually and the 
first thing we know, somebody comes 
along and calls our attention to the 
fact that the leakage is a serious 
drain. Our eais and eyes play tricks 
on us constantly. Our eyes see not, 
neither do our ears hear. We pass 
opportunities doily, but we do not 
realize it until some one comes along 
and grabs it.

..BRIBERY AND CORRUPTION.. 

Any effort to restore the pernicious 
system of patronage at Ottawa should 
be doorhed to disappointment, says 
the Star and Herald. The idea of re¬ 
taining political support by promise of 
positions for “our friends” is abhor¬ 
rent to those who regard Parliament 
as a body acting in trust for the na¬ 
tion. It is unsound business. It is an 
invitation to corruption. It results in 
the creation of a most undesirable and 
impracticable condition in public de¬ 
partments. It is subversive of good 
discipline. It would signalize a re¬ 
turn to the days of bribery and favor¬ 
itism. It would mean the utilization 
of a contemptible weapon to compel 
public opinion. It was dropped—with 
reservation—after careful delibera¬ 
tion and as the result of a wise decis¬ 
ion. Those who w-ouhl effect its re¬ 
turn would have upon their shoulders 
the burden of a terrible reproach.

ATTACKS ON FOOL STARTED | 

The Northwest Grain Dealers’ As¬ 
sociation is flooding the West with 
anti-pool propaganda. This is part of 
the early offensive against the pool 
which is designed to weaken the pool 
when the time for resigning members 
j arrives. The Grain Dealers’ Associa- 
I tion expresses anxiety for ,Pooi mem- j 
I bers on two grounds: one, that the j 
pool is not doing all that planned re- 
' specting orderly marketing; two, that 
the pool price averaged $1.45, while j 
the aveiage of the official closing pri- , 
ces for each day of the crop year for 
I Number 1 Northern was $1.51. Wheat | 
j marketing is admittedly a highly tech ! 

! nical operation, but even to a layman | 

’ the argument respecting prices is not! 
impressive. 

The pool members individually did 
get the average of thq pool sales. The j 
Grain Dealers’ Association clients 
individually did not get the average 
of the official closing prices for each 
day of the crop year. Taking the As¬ 
sociation’s own figures one finds that 
a non-pool member selling his wheat 
I through a grain dealer on October ” | 
received $1.19 for it; a pool member! 
selling his wheat through the pool on , 
the-same-day received $1.15. This is! 
an extreme'illustration, but it could 
be applied as properly as the $1.51-' 
$1.16 argument. 

As a matter of actual fact argu¬ 
ments in detail are not sufficient to 
cover the whole situation. This must 
be looked at in larger perspective. It 
has probably not occurred to the 
Grain Dealers’ Association that the 
pool members prefer the results they 
are getting from the pool to the pos¬ 
sible-results that the grain dealers 
might secure for them. A psycholog¬ 
ical effect produced by the pool has to 
l>e considered as well as a financial re 
suit. The pool members believe that 
the pool is a good thing for western 
farmers. They are happier in dealing 
through it than through any other ag¬ 
ency. If the pool has not done all that 
it originally aimed at doing they are 
content to wpit, knowing that the lar¬ 
ger objectives can not be achieved in 
one or two years. They know also 
that some of these objectives, held by . 
the wheat pool, have never been part 
of the policy of the Noithwest Grain 
Dealers’ Association in giving service 
to their clients. 

The dealers’ complaint contained in 
Bulletin No. 12 is that pool payments 
are spread over the year. “Instead 
of the prompt natural return of the 
money as realized,” we are told, “it is 
distributed by dumping at intervals— 
lastcrop year $37,000,000 was dumped 
in March, another $37,000,000 in July 
and scJme more millions in October. 
A larg;e part of what will be dumped 
next March and July would already 
have been in circulation at this date' 
if it were not for the pool.” But the 
pool farmers are not complaining. 
They get the payments-when the mon¬ 
ey is most useful to them. Bankers 
approve of this system and say that 
it is working well and merchants have 
adjusted themselves to it. The.water 
that rushes from the mountains in the 
j spring would do much good if it were 
stored in reservoirs and distributed 
throughout the year in steadily-flow¬ 
ing quantity. The pool is a financial 
reservoir. By distributing the money 
more evenly throughout the year it 
saves interest-payments on bank loans 
to thousands of western farmers. 

Opponents of the pool will have to 
bring forward more substantial and 
effective arguments than these if they 
are going to make any impression up- 
-on those who have faith in the wheat 
pool.—Calgary Herald. .

HOUSE PLANTS IN WINTER 

It is rather difficult to keep house 
plants in good condition throughout 
the long winter, hence a few hints 
may prove useful. Some house plants 
make little growth during the winter 
and, while they are thus at rest or 
nearly so, they should be given just 
enotigh water to prevent the roots 
from drying up./This applies partic¬ 
ularly to palnyh hydrangea and fuch¬ 
sia, the two latter being kept in a cool 
place. Plants which are growing 
should be kept well watered but it is 
important to see that no water ac- 
cupKthTtW'm the pot or in the jardin¬ 
iere in which the plants are sitting, 
otherwise tliCToots will rot and the 
plant not thrive. This often happens 
to large ferns. Plapts should be wa¬ 
tered only when the soil is becoming 
dry, and then thoroughly, not every 
day as is often done. .Geraniums 
must be kept close to the window and 
in a window where they will get much 
sunlight to have them bloom well. 
Most blooming plants, such as geran¬ 
iums, cyclamens, impatiens, spiraea, 
and bulbs, do better if kept in a mod¬ 
erately warm or cool room than in a 
warm one. Sponging plants, such as 
ferns, palms, rubber plants and aspi¬ 
distra, every three or four weeks is 
desirable. For aphis souse the plants 
ir. strong soap suds or some tobacco 
preparation several times at intervals 
of a few days and, for scale insects, 
loosen therp with a soft tooth brush or 
finger nail, and wash off with soapy 
water or some tobacco preparation, 
and repent from time to time.

Speaker McPherson Succeeds to Va- 

cancy; Premier Praises Labor 
Man 

l - 

The resignation of Hon. Alex. Ross, 
former minister of public works, 
Which has been in the hands of Prem¬ 
ier Brownlee for some time was ac¬ 
cepted Friday by the Premier, and 
Hon. O. L. McPherson, speaker dur¬ 
ing the last legislature, sworn in in 
his place. Premier Brownlee, in mak¬ 
ing the announcement, explained 
many contracts, incidental to thel 
year’s road program was still uncom-| 
pleted and that the government had 
decided to carry out the additional 
work of gravelling the road between 
Edmonton and Red Deer. 

‘‘For that reason,” he explained 
“and because of other matters pend¬ 
ing in the department, I requested 
Mr. Ross to continue in office until the 
season’s work had been completed. I 
thought this to be only following good 
business principles and in the inter¬ 
ests of the province. The year’s pro¬ 
gram has now been completed and 
! consequently Mr. Ross has tendered 
his resignation.” 

“Apart entirely from my warm per¬ 
sonal regard for' hipi, I feel that his 
work in laying down the road policy 
for this province has not yet been 
fully appreciated by the people al¬ 
though it is significant that, within 
the last few months, a great many 
messages of appreciation have come 
from different oiganizations in vari¬ 
ous parts of the province,” the Prem¬ 
ier added. 

Referring to the appointment of 
Hon. 0. L. McPherson, Premier 
Brownlee said his work in the legisla¬ 
ture during the last five years need 
not be commented upon. “I believe it 
will be agreed by all shades of the 
public opinion,’’ that he is the logical 
person for this position. Tire minis¬ 
ters have felt for some time that they 
would like to have the first opportun¬ 
ity to bring him into the cabinet.” 

The ceremony of swearing in the 
new minister was performed by the 
Lieut.-Governor. Subsequently, Mr. 
Brownlee pointed out that Hon. Mr 
McPherson was appointed to the port¬ 
folio of public works only, that of la¬ 
bor being looked after by himself . 

ALBERTACAHLE 

Alberta Live Stock Shown by Uni¬ 
versity Came into Prominence at 
Big Shows Last Year 

In co-operation with the breeders 
of beef cattle in the province of Al¬ 
berta, the University was able again 
last year to make an exhibit of cattle 
in the market classes at both the Roy¬ 
al Agricultural Winter Fair at Tor¬ 
onto and the International Livestock 
Exposition at Chicago. This is the 
sixth exhibit that has been sent from 
this institution. The basis on which 
this exhibit is made is now pretty 
clear in the minds of everyone. Tht 
breeders, for the most part, donate 
the Calves to the university, and this 
institution undertakes to fit and show 
them. The idea was conceived some 
few years ago for the purpose of ad¬ 
vertising the province of Alberta as a 
breeding and feeding ground for high 
class beef cattle. Seventeen animals 
were exhibited this year at Toronto 
and at the Chicago show six head 
were entered. The university made a 
particularly good showing at both ol 
these large shows. At Toronto three 
breed champions out of four cham¬ 
pion group of three, together with the 
grand champion steer of the show is a 
record that will stand for some time. 
In addition several other winnings 
well up in the different classes were 
made. Out of six animals exhibited 
at Chicago'4RSr university entries se¬ 
cured two firts, two seconds and one 
third. There is no-question about the 
value of such an exhibit from the 
standpoint of giving publicity to the 
many advantages this province offers 
to the livestock breeder and feeder. 
When animals bred in Alberta and 
grown and fitted on Alberta grown 
feeds can compete sucessfully at two 
of the largest shows in the world, it 
is sufficient evidence that conditions 
here are favorable for the develop¬ 
ment of the highest type of animal 
It is not going too far to say that' the 
reputation that western Canada cattle 
now have in eastern Canada and the 
United States is due, in no small 
measure, to 'the exhibit of cattle sent 
each year from Alberta. 


PROLIFIC 

The story of a man who twice mar¬ 
ried, at 76 is the father of 87 children, 
84 of whom are living, is reported by 
a Vienna medical association journal. 
We would suggest to the minister of 
immigration, Hon. Robt. Forke, to get 
in touch with a few such men, when 
our immigration problems would be 
solved. Bernard Scheinberg, living 
near the German border, had 67 child¬ 
ren by his first wife, who died at the 
age of 66, the journal says. Not one 
was a single birth. There were four 
sets of quadrutlets, seven sets of trip¬ 
lets ami 16 pairs of twins. Sixty-sev- 
pn of the children are living, but he 
admits having lost count of the grand 
children. Scheinberg’s second mar¬ 
riage at the age of 57 was blessed 
with 18 children, including two sets of 
triplets. His second wife is still liv¬ 
ing. 


A confidence, unknown^ in Canada 
for years, prevades the very atmos¬ 
phere, as the old year fades Financial 
cial and business mei art- talking of 
splendid things coming in 1927. 

Doubtless statistics—records of pro¬ 
duction which indicate coming pur¬ 
chasing power—form the basis • of 
manj> opinions; but there is a some¬ 
thing behind this feeling of confidence 
other than figures. A certain ner¬ 
vousness which has existed in greater 
or less degree since 1920 is gone. Ev¬ 
en a year ago there were lamentations 
concerning our young men going to 
the United States; little is heard of 
this to-day and we are welcoming 
back many of our sons who had left. 

A year ago railway troubles still 
caused perplexity although executives 
were optimistic. Much less is heard 
of this now and 1926 has proven that 
the optimism of Beatty and Thornton, 
was sound. Developments in railway 
matters are felt to be satisfactory 
with only immigration needed to bring 
the complete remedy. A year ago 
there was some dread of what might 
result from the spread of instalment 
selling’ and of the over-extended na¬ 
ture of some businesses. Such ner¬ 
vousness is gone. 

A few years ago the Montreal 
Star’s “Whisper of Death” editorial 
stirred Canada. Principally it aroused 
ire and protestations of the Domin¬ 
ion’s wonderful position. But the very 
answers caused many to remember 
Shakespear’s line “He doth protest 
too much.’’ “A Whisper of Death.” 
editorial now would become a national 
joke. In the present mood of business 
men one may imagine such qn edi¬ 
torial being deriseively applauded in 
clubs, as English tommies are said 
to have applauded the requested sing¬ 
ing of “The Hymn of Hate.” 

The business community has behind 
it if not seven lean years at least 
seven trying years. It has found a 
solution for many problems. There 
has been no muddling through but 
mudh working through. The business 
house has been put in order. In a 
goodly number of cases the past yfear 
has proved profitable; frequently 
more profitable than any preceeding 
bear and so with organizations, prop¬ 
erly tuned, business is confident, con¬ 
fident of benefiting from the good 
purchasing power which exists, from 
the mining and power developments 
being undertaken; confident of bene¬ 
fiting from what seems certain to be 
the biggest tourists business in all 
provinces, that Canada has ever en¬ 
joyed. 

Otimism is always cheap; quiet 
confidence usually means more. The 
optimism of a year ago is now con¬ 
fidences We have tasted prosperity 
m this year we are now losing. It has 
whetted our appetite^for the bount¬ 
eous repast we expect in 1927 ami the 
years to come.—Financial Post.

Eggs 

The preservation of eggs for house¬ 
hold use is a matter which has receiv¬ 
ed much attention from the Division 
of Chemistry; indeed, experiments in 
egg preservation begun as early as 
1898 have been continued, almost 
without break, until the present time. 
In the course of this work a very 
large number of preparations—fluid 
and solids—sold as egg preservative's, 
have been under trial—with results 
good, bad and indifferent. The out¬ 
come of this investigational work is 
that two preservatives. (U Idnie-wa- 
ter and (2) “Water-glass, have, been 
proven eminently satisfactory and dis¬ 
tinctly superior to the large number 
of preparations tested. Both are ef¬ 
fective preservatives in yielding i 
sound and wholesome eggs but lime-j 
water has given, in the majority ofj 
experiments, somewhat better results I 
and moreover is cheaper and pleasan¬ 
ter to use than water-glass. Repeated . 
trials, over many years, permit us to 1 
confhhyitly recommend lime-water as j 
a. reliable preservative for the putting j 
down of eggs for winter use in domes- j 
tic cookei_v. And here it may he re-1 
marked that no preservative has been ] 
found which would entirely arrest the I 
development'of that"“stale" flavour sol 
characteristic of preserved or packed 
eggs—a certain deterioration in qual¬ 
ity will inevitably take place and for 
table use sucVi eggs are unmistakably 
and distinctly inferior to fresh eggs. 
Nothing has been discovered that will 
serve to retain without a suspicion of 
taint the fine flavour of the strictly 
new-laid egg. 

Lime Water 

Preparation—Lime-water is prepar¬ 
ed by slaking .freshly burnt quick 
lime, thinning with water to the con¬ 
sistency of cream and further dilut¬ 
ing, with constant stirring, to the de¬ 
sired volume. The resultant lime-wa¬ 
ter may be used at once—without set¬ 
tling—or allowed to stand for an hour 
or so and the clear upper liquid pour¬ 
ed off from the deposit of undissolved 
(excess) lime. By following these di¬ 
rections and using quick-lime at the 
rate of 1 pound to 6 gallons of water, 
a “saturtaed” lime-water will be pre¬ 
pared suitable and satisfactory for 
the preservation of eggs. 

Use—The eggs previously placed in 
a crock, water-tight barrel or other 
suitable receptacle, are covered with 
the lime water. Store in a cool place. 

Some authorities have advocated 
the addition of salt to the lime-water. 
Our experiments have not shown any 
benefit from this practice; indeed, salt 
by inducing an interchange of fluids 
within and without the egg, frequent¬ 
ly imparts a limey flavour to the pre¬ 
served egg. Our advice, therefore, is 
not to add any salt to the lime-water.

self-help for farmers 

Secretary Jardine, who represents 
the agricultural industry in the Unit¬ 
ed States Administration, in his an¬ 
nual report assures the farmers of 
his country that they are better off 
than they are aware of. Never, he 
declares, since 1920, have they occu¬ 
pied a better position than they do 
now, progress has made in every de¬ 
partment of their business. This 
would appear to he coming it rather 
strong over the farmers who are at 
work, all through the Middle West, 
South and West, organizing trouble 
for the Government, which they blame 
severely for the great dissatisfaction 
existing among them. The Secretary 
is, however, inclined to look a little 
deeper into things than do some of 
those whose opinions are contrary to 
his own. He finds reason for his op¬ 
timism in the spirit of self-help 
which has developed among the fann¬ 
ers! Legislation may be needed, and 
when demonstrably needed, must be in 
iated, he agrees. But what makes for 
real progress and gives ground for 
encouragement, is the increase of far¬ 
mer-managed agencies, controlling 
production and profitable marketing 


of foodstuffs and other necessities. 
Proper storage facilities, fair trans¬ 
portation privileges, an equal credit 
system, are necessary as background* 
furnishing, but it is the farmers’ own 
organizations that Secretary Jardine 
looks for his hopes for the future. 
Canadian experience would appear to 
support' his thesis.

The next item on 
the program of the meeting was- an 
appeal by a Jewish member of the or¬ 
ganization for further funds and for 
assistance in carrying out the club’s 
program of distributing Christmas 
presents to underprivileged kids in 
the poorer parts of the city. Men who 
have worked together in this way in 
all these clubs across Canada can not 
in the future be made to believe bed 
time stories regarding the character, 
the intentions or the ideals of the var¬ 
ious creeds and nationalities which all 
combined produce Canadians. Fifty 
years ago in Montreal, it would have 
been impossible to find any such 
group of men gathered together ex¬ 
cept to serve their own personal ends. 
To-day all the components of our na¬ 
tion are just beginning to know one 
another and just beginning to appre¬ 
ciate one another; for the last can not 
help but be a corollary of the first. 
The working together of those of dif -1 
ferent nationalities and different 
creeds in this fashion is without doubt 
one of a most hopeful portents for the 
.future.—Financial Post.

THRESHING FIRST OF YEAR 

t Motoring through thccountry this 
yeek the unusual spectacle of thresh¬ 
ing outfits at work in early January 
was to be seen.

BUFFALO MEAT 

Up to the present, 24 cars of choice 
buffalo meat has been shipped by P. 
Burns and Company from the park 
abattoir, where the slaughtering of 
two thousand buffalo is taking place. 
This work is now about half comple¬ 
ted. Though there have been some 
heavy snows and storms in that dis¬ 
trict, trucks are still utilized in bring¬ 
ing the dressed meat to the refriger¬ 
ator cars, employed in the rail trans¬ 
portation of this meat to its wide¬ 
spread locations. " 

SEED CLEANING PLANTS 

An absence of efficient seed clean¬ 
ing machinery at convenient pointt 
has had a depressing effect on the 
production of registered seed grain in 
Canada. To overcome this hindrance 
the Cereal Division of the Experimen¬ 
tal Farms has given close study to 
various types of cleaning machines 
and established both at the Central 
.Farm and at the Branch Farms clean 
ing plants of the best types. These 
plants are being used not only for the 
cleaning of the seed grown on the 
farms but they are placed at the dis¬ 
posal of farmers for a fee sufficient 
to cover the cbst of operation. This 
service last year at the Central Farm 
at Ottawa amounted to the cleaning 
and grading of more than 6 , 0 (H) bush¬ 
els of seed grown in the Ottawa dis¬ 
trict. So gratifying is the work done 
by these machines that a number of 
the farmers have established for them 
selves and their neighborhoods, seed 
cleaning plants of similar type.

The value of th^ principal field 
crops of Canada in 1926, according to 
a preliminary estimate of the Domin¬ 
ion Government, amounts to $1,065,- 
822,000, in which wheat accounts for 
$122,673,000; oats $185,625,000 and 
barley $54,030,000. The valuifof the 
wheat crop in thc three Prairie Prov¬ 
inces is estimated at $411,101,000, and 
tlie oat crop $96,883,000. 

The not cost of producing an acre of 
wheat in Manitoba in 1923 was $10.03 
a> compared with $10.76 in the States 
of Xoith Dakota and Minnesota, and 
the Manitoba acre produced 12.3 bush 
els of wheat, while that across the bor 
der yielded only 10.3 bushels, the cost 
per bushel of w heat being 81 cents in 
Manitoba and $ 1.20 in North Dakota 
and Minnesota, according to Profes¬ 
sor H. C. Grant, of the Economics De¬ 
partment of the Manitoba Agricultur¬ 
al College, addressing the Winnipeg 
Board of Trade. “These costs do not 
include the rent of land,” he added. 
“If interest for money invested in 
land were considered the Manitoba 
farmer would be still better off than 
his neighbor across the border, for 
the charges in this connection are 
about $ 1.00 per acre lower than in the 
States to the south.
